2. The changes in the powers and position 
of Magistrates effected Ly the Code are so con- 
siderable, that it will be desirable to re-gazette | 
all Magistrates with the powers which it is 
deemed desirable to invest them with under the 
uew law, ‘The Lieutenant-Governor accordingly 
wishes to have submitted to him complete lists 
of Officers aud Honorary Magistrates, with the 
powers for which each is recommended. These 
are to be submitted by Magistrates of districts 
through the Commissioners.
